be minded 3 and it being believed in, and turned to, and 
received of a little remnant, the gocd effet of it was 
ſoon known, and that which was heard in the ear, was 
preached as upon the houſe top,and that which was known 
of the work of the Lord in the heart, was uttered forth in 
the demonſtration of the ſpirit of God, by which ma»

Surely the Lord hath beheld them, 
and the Almighty hath taken notice, and his bowels 
have yearned for his peoples ſake, who have been term- 
ed deſolate and forſaken. Oh !--us hath he choſen, and 
and hath often filled us with new wine, and hath been 
ſtrength unto us in our greateſt weaknefle, and a ſhelter 
to us, and a reſcuer for us, when the Drago hath pur- 
ſued us, and the falſe Prophets and hirelings made a prey
